WINNIPEG, Aug. 9—Harvesting is 
fairly general in Manitoba with re- 


turns up to expectations, according 
io the weather and crop report issued 
this morning by the Canadian Pacific 
Agiuicultural Department. Average 
yieige are indicated from Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta. Light showers to 
heavy rains are reported from Mani- 
‘ula, but a furth>, pecipitatio: will 
benefit the oat ani barley crop now 
vipening. Cutting of wheat is now 
‘ally general and returns from thresh. 
ing are up to expectations and are 
s:acing well, There is no evidence of 
any serious damage by rust. A sur- 
vey of the situation indicates a good 
average crop of wheat and oats with 
barley a fair one, the heavier grain 
yields being in the southern part of 
the province, 

Damage from hail occurred with 
varying losses from twenty-five to 
one hundred per cent. in Brownlee, 
Keeler, Asquith and Regina districts 
in th province of Saskatchewan, but 
some of this may recover, Cutting of 
wheat and barley is now fairly general 
and rye is about finished. Apart 
from some districts in central and 
southwestern Saskatchewan, include 
ing areas tributary to the Outlook, 
Colonsay, Maple Creek and Altawan 
subdivisions, where crops suffered 
from drought, the province will have 
fair average crops, 
average crops.

perching birds which feed entirely or 
chiefly on insects. 

,No person shall kill, hunt, capture, 
injure, take or molest migratory game 
birds during the closed season. Sale 
of these birds is forbidden. 

The killing, capturing, taking, in- 
juring or molesting of migratory in- 
sectivorous and migratory non-game 
birds is prohibited. The possession 
of legally taken migratory birds is 
allowed in Alberta until March 31, 
following the open season. 

Daily Bag Limits 

Alberta—30 in one day and not 
more than 200 of all kinds in a season 
Geese 15; Coots 25, Greater and 
Lesser Yellowlegs 15; Wilson's Snipe 
25. 

Guns and Appliances 

The use of automatic (auto loading) 
swivel, or machine guns, or battery, 
or any gun larger than number 10 
guage is prohibited, and the use of 
any aeroplane, power boats sail boats 
or night lights, and shooting from any 
horse-drawn or motor vehicle is for- 
bidden. 

The shooting of migratory game 
birds earlier than one hour before 
sunrise or later than on hour after 
sunset is prohibited. 

Penalty 

Every person who violates any pro- 
vision of this Act or any regulation 
shall, for each offence, be Hable upon 
summary convition to a fine of net 
more than three hundred dollars and 
not less than ten dollars, or to im: 
prisonment for a term not exceeding 
six months or to both fine and im 
prisonmeat,

Virginia campaign, and was at Ap 
pomatox when General Lee surrend- 
ered, later hurrying to Washington, 
where he was the first to give his 
father definite news of the victory. 
Following the assassination of his 
father, Robert undertook to manage 
the affairs of the family. He entered 
a leading law firm in Chicago and 
remained there until in 1881 Presi 
dent Garfield called him to Washing: 
ton to be Secretary of War. He 
served in that position for four years 
and then returned to his profession 


In 1889 he jwas appointed, United 
States Minister to Great Britain by 
President Harrison, returning to 


Chicago in 1898. For many years he 
acted as special counsel for the Pull 
Company, and upon the death 
of George M. Pullman, founder, Mr 
Lincvin was chosen President, In 
1906 he retired from that position to 
Chairman of the Board.

In certain of the more highly de- 
veloped industrial countries, there has 
been a definite movement to de-cen- 
tralize industry—to locate industries 
or branches of industries outside the 
urban centres rather than increasing 
the congestion of the larger cities and 
paying higher prices for real estate. In 
sections of the United States this 
movement has gained some momen- 
tum, but it is not yet a factor in the 
Canadian situation, There is one big 
factor which must always be consid: 
ered and that is the labor supply 
Where unskilled labor is employed in 
large numbers, it has been found that 
settlements can be built up in out: 
lying districts.
